Coyle has previously ex- 
pressed uncharitable sentiments toward a 
number of Boston buildings including the 
Prudential Tower and Harbor Towers: 
demo-linkage would presumably be used 
to create more open space ... As for the 
Travelers Building, a 300,000-square-foot 
office tower once seen as a symbol of 
Boston's resurgence, Coyle dismisses it 
as a last good example of ‘California 
Ugly’. ..” 


And, finally, a jewel of wisdom from a 
New Hampshire property owner (also 
reported in s/f): “There is no zoning in 
Houston, Texas, and they aren’t having 
any problems. | don’t see why we have to 
have it.” 


Concepts and misconceptions 


about CADD 
(or, the Tao of CADD 
Management) 


Buddha told a parable in a sutra: A man 
travelling across a field encountered a 
tiger. He fled, the tiger after him. Coming 
to a precipice, he caught hold of the root 
of a wild vine and swung himself down 
over the edge. The tiger sniffed at him 
from above. Trembling, the man looked 
down to where, far below, another tiger 
was waiting to eat him. Only the vine sus- 
tained him. Two mice, one white and one 
black, little by little started to gnaw away 
the vine. The man saw a luscious straw- 
berry near him. Grasping the vine with one 
hand, he plucked the strawberry with the 
other. How sweet it tasted! 


The CADD Manager 

The CADD Manager's role is multi- 
valenced and might be handled by more 
than one person, depending upon the size 
of your firm. As always, the information 
that person has must be public, in case of 
career moves or other crises. 


Above all, CADD Managers must be 
MANAGERS — and very good ones at 
that. They must be as familiar with the 
running of an architectural project as they 
are with their own anatomy. CADD carries 
with it many restrictions, and therefore 
demands superlative management skills 
to keep the system running smoothly. 
There won't be enough time to learn both 
architecture and CADD management 

~ simultaneously. 


CADD Managers — like all managers — 
must have good organizational skills. They 
must be able to formulate options and 
make decisions well and on schedule, and 
see the impact of each decision made or 
each task completed upon the final pro- 
duct. The goal always must be kept clear- 
ly in sight at each step. 


They must have good communication 
skills. Communication in the CADD 
Manager's role will be with principals, 
other project managers, clients, con- 
sultants, and designers and draftspeople. 


CADD Managers must handle stress well. 
Constant scrutiny makes it tempting to 
start formulating excuses when problems 
occur. All managers must be able to han- 
dle both authority and responsibility. 

All managers must have an interest in 
finding the best ways to approach a prob- 
lem, a willingness to experiment within 
the limits of schedules and budgets. Such 
skills are difficult to find and develop in 
your staff, but are necessary for effective 
project management — indeed, it is 
necessary for all kinds of management. 
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In addition to these skills, of course, the 
CADD Manager must be a good teacher, 
must have a willingness to inspire explora- 
tion and encourage continued growth in 
the knowledge of those using the system. 
The need for education extends to that of 
the other project managers as well, 
because the CADD Manager must give 
project managers an intuitive knowledge 
of when CADD is appropriate, when it’s 
not, and what additional services it can 
make available to your clients. Curiosity of 
project managers cannot be squelched. 
Many good ideas for new applications will 
come from project managers who never 
sit at the machine. 


Of course, your CADD manager must 
know what your firm’s goals for CADD 
are, even if they were not involved in their 
formulation. With these goals in mind, 
both long-term strategy and daily deci- 
sions can be directed and effective. If ef- 
fectiveness is one of these goals, then the 
CADD Manager must be able to advise 
and direct in the selection of work for the 
CADD. 


In pursuing these goals, the CADD 
Manager must have the active support of 
a principal or associate acting as a kind 
of a CADD Advocate [CADDvocate?]. This 
person will be there to consider the im- 
pact of top decision-making on CADD as 
such decisions are being considered. 


Other Roles for the CADD Manager 
Until your project managers are CADD- 
proficient, they will need the assistance of 
the CADD Manager to help determine 
fees, budgets, and schedules for projects 
that include CADD. CADD schedules must 
fit into those of other projects, since 
CADD time is a limited resource in your 
office (there are only so many stations 
and a CADD designer must be reserved 
for the project team). To assure profici- 
ency, the CADD Manager must track the 
accuracy of his or her own estimates at 
each project milestone. 


The CADD Manager must track the per- 
cent completion of the projects on CADD 
for the project managers (until they 
become proficient). As | mentioned in an 
earlier article, progress on CADD proceeds 
in a different manner from hand-drafting 
and it is easy for a project manager 
without CADD experience to panic when 
he or she sees just an outline of the proj- 
ect on the screen. In the same manner, it 
is possible for a project manager to over- 
estimate the percent complete in many 
circumstances. 


The CADD Manager should also review 
check plots along with the project man- 
ager. There are many things that may be 
glossed over because the drawings look 
so good! The CADD Manager will be im- 
mune to this tendency until the project 
managers build up an immunity. 


Just because a change can be made 
doesn’t mean it should be made! Project 
managers must keep in mind the final pro- 
duct they expect, and may have to adjust 
their expectations for perfection to accom- 
modate the needs of the schedule and the 
budget, just as they do for hand-drafted 
projects. Your CADD Manager should be 
tracking the success of different ap- 
proaches for various project types. This 
will help make better future decisions and 
judgments. 


At the A/E/C Systems show last month in 
Chicago, CADD Management was clearly 
one of the two top subjects of tutorials 
and seminars (the other top subject was 
display and output technology). Effective 
CADD management is something we are 
all trying to realize now that we have our 
systems installed. We've seen they are not 
easy to administer, but skilled manage- 
ment is essential for such an accelerated 
technology. Administration is not easy in 
a field that values independence, and 
architectural students are not trained in 
management skills although it will occupy 
most of their professional lives (if they are 
successful).

How much protection 
does a copyright offer? 


This article is presented by the BSA’s Pro- 
fessional Practice Committee as a part of 
its continuing series of articles on topics 
of interest to the profession. This month’s 
article was prepared by Diane Ahearn, 
Esq., of The Heuer Law Group (Somerville). 
All information provided in this column is 
intended to be helpful; however, no one 
should act on it without verifying with 
his/her attorney or other advisor that this 
discussion is applicable to the facts of 
his/her situation. 


Copyright law protects only the expres- 
sion of an idea and not the idea itself. As 
an architect you express your design 
ideas through drawings. Copyright law 
prohibits the copying of those drawings 
but not the duplication of the underlying 
idea. 


This point, which is inherent in copyright 
law, was brought into the spotlight in a re- 
cent Federal lawsuit involving the con- 
struction of a house in Scarsdale, New 
York. When a developer saw a house 
being constructed that was practically 
identical to a luxury house he had just 
sold for $2 million on the same street, he 
brought a claim against the owners of the 
second house for copyright infringement. 
The owners were building the house from 
plans copied from the architect’s original 
plans. The architect’s plans were properly 
copyrighted. 


The Court seized the plans the second 
owners were using and enjoined them 
from further copying of the plans. The 
judge found that the owners’ duplication 
of the plans constituted copyright infringe- 
ment and a second trial will determine the 
amount of damages to be awarded to the 
developer. 


The interesting ruling in this battle was 
that the judge denied the developer's re- 
quest to stop construction of the house. 
The judge noted that “... protection does 
not extend to the design of the house 
itself absent a design patent.” The 
copyright protected the plans, which are 
the expression of the design idea, 
however, it did not protect the underlying 
idea, which is embodied in the actual 
house. 


Because the developer is to be awarded 
damages for copyright infringement, it is 
evident that the architect transferred to 
the developer not only ownership of the 
plans but also the copyright. Transfer of 
the copyright means that the developer, 
and no other person, has the right to copy 


the plans. It was the developer, therefore, 
rather than the architect, who had the 
right to bring a copyright infringement 
claim. 


Under the copyright statute adopted by 
Congress in 1976, and made effective in 
1978, copyright ownership was made 
separate from that of ownership of the 
documents. It would have been possible 
for the architect in this case to have sold 
the physical work (the drawings) but to 
have retained the copyright. If he had re- 
tained the copyright, neither the developer 
nor any third party would have had the 
right to copy the architect’s plans or to 
make derivative plans from them. The 
architect, rather than the developer, would 
have been entitled to bring the copyright 
infringement lawsuit. 


This case proves that it is best for an 
architect to retain the copyright on his or 
her work. There are many other advan- 
tages to having your work copyrighted. A 
copyright allows you to create new ideas 
from a previous project without having to 
start from scratch when expressing those 
ideas. A copyright enables you to retain 
control over your work. If you permit your 
drawings to be copied, you may limit the 
number of copies that can be produced 
and the purpose for which they may be 
used. One last advantage of copyrighted 
work: if you are terminated from a project, 
a successor architect may not copy your 
drawings or prepare derivatives from them 
without your permission.

Architects, The Architects Design Alliance, 
and Evan H. Shu AIA.

Legislative update 


Opportunities 


Summarized below are pending Massa- 
chusetts bills of interest to architects and 
others in the design/construction industry. 
Copies of all bills are available from the 
State House. 


Handicapped Access (H5411; Cte. on 
Housing and Urban Development) — 
Senate bill 464 discussed in the April 
ChapterLetter included some drastic re- 
quirements for handicapped accessibility. 
House and Senate versions of this bill 
have been slightly modified and the Com- 
mittee on Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has recommended passage of the 
new bill (H5411). This bill now requires 
handicapped accessibility to the ground 
floor units (instead of 25% of all units) in 
newly constructed multiple dwellings. This 
bill is before the House Ways & Means 
Committee. A/so: (H5055; Rep. Miceli) — 
This bill would amend the state building 
code requiring handicapped accessibility 
to all floors of public buildings. 


Home Inspections — Five bills have been 
filed in the House concerning registration 
of home inspectors and establishment of 
a state board for that purpose. The de- 
scription of a home inspector — one who 
“examines and reports upon the condition 
of any building used or to be used for 
residential purposes” — is very broad, and 
potentially includes any architect exami- 
ning a home in conjunction with design 
work. Although carpenters, electricians 
and plumbers performing work in their 
respective trades are exempt from the pro- 
visions of these bills, architects providing 
their services are not. The five bills (and 
sponsors) are: H1316 (Rep. Connolly); 
H2651 (Rep. Bartley); H3419 (Rep. Galvin); 
H3974 (Rep. Durand); and H4802 (Rep. 
Collaro). 


Designer Selection (H5202; Cte. on State 
Administration) — House bills 80 and 81 
discussed in the March ChapterLetter 
have been slightly modified and the State 
Administration Committee recommends 
approval. This bill clarifies the definition of 
“designer” and increases the dollar 
threshold for DSB jurisdiction, but does 
not include any other significant changes.
